The only outsider 
t<* win was Highfiowii. which tieat Imlora a head 
on the | Mist in the second race. In her previous 
effort High flown finished a good second to Eagle 
Bird. The layers to<ik unwarranted liberties with 
her today and the ruling quotation at the close was 
Ifi to 1. While Chilton Queen's margin over Char- 
lie Hargrave at the finish of the first race was only 
a head, the Barbarity Stable’s representative was 
under stout ri-straiiit and was fighting for her head. 
Her rider’s instructions were to keep a good hold 
and ride her as if she were running away with him. 
He followed his instructions to the letter and fortu- 
uatety won. Had lie lieen Molten the general opinion 
would have lieen that he did not try with the filly. 

Bon ni<' Kelso scored his fourth straight victory 
wlien he won the sixtli race from rather ordinary 
opposition. He was an odds-on choice. 

The ileal for Jack Atkin has not yet been con- 
summated. The party who is negotiating for the 
hnye turns out to he Forrest Bose, a well-known 
lawyer of Johnstown, I‘a.. wito has a stock farm in 
Virginia. Mr. Rose anil Barney Bchreiher have 
agreed upon terms and the sale will proluhly la* 
ciiusuuimatcd tonight. It is Mr. Rose's intention 
t<» race Jack Atkin at Jacksonville tills winter, pro- 
v ided he secures him. In that event lie will he 
nominated in every stake for which he is eligible. 
In the meantime Air. Rose will pick up alioiit twenty 
good mares and they will lie mated with the great 
son of Sain next winter.

Mr. Smith is at present 
engaged at Baltimore as assistant clerk of the course 
aud aHWM'late judge.

FINE OPENING AT LATONIA 



BIGGEST CROWD SEEN ON A K EN T U CK Y 
TRACK THIS FALL IN ATTENDANCE. 



Management Highly Elated Over Auapiciou* Begin- 
ning of Meeting — One Track Record Equaled — 
Hildreth Hones Coming West. 



Cincinnati, O., October 24. — All records for attend- 
ance at a Kentucky track this fall were shattered 
it Latonia this afternoon, and if the slightest doubt 
existed as to the success of the twenty-four days 
session that ofiened so auspiciously, it' was thor- 
oughly dispelled long before the horses were called 
to the post for the initial scramble. It was a 
representative throng, too, appreciative of the good 
sport and voicing its approval by continnous cheers 
for the winners. Speculation waxed lively through- 
out tlie afternoon, but in this the public fared badly, 
as most of their choices were bowled over, except- 
ing in the last two races when Melisande aud Royal 
Report finished in the van. 

The meeting of the cracks in the Latonia Autumn 
Inaugural Handicap was the magnet that drew the 
big attendance and its running overshadowed the 
other races. The field was a representative one. 
including as it did Jack Atkin, t'ountless. Cherrvola. 
King's Daughter, Helmet, Tom Hayward and Milton 
B. Each had a host of sunjiorters. with Jack 

Atkin most in favor at post time. The Schreilier 
representative, though carrying top weight, form'd 
a fast pace for the others to the stretch turn, where 
Up rapidly dropped out of contention ami allowed 
Cliefryola, Countless and Tom Hayward to fight it 
out. 

Cherryola won in handy fashion and stamped her 
self one of the beat fillies in the country, ’fiiis was 
iter fourth stake victory in twelve starts. The 

running of the race was marred somewhat hr crowd- 
ing on the stretch turn, which caused Milton B.. a 
strong contender at the time, to fall. I). Austin, 
his rider, was lucky to escape with some cuts about 
the head and a bad shaking np. Jockey 'Kennedy, 
rider of Jack Atkin, was. held to Maine for the mis- 
hap. and was fined $50 by the judges, with the 
warning that a repetition of the offense would mean 
suspension. 

One of the big surprises of the season came in the 
second race, in which Love-Not, making her western 
debut, was decisively beaten. The Bradley repre- 
sentative bad been; heralded as a speed marvel, and 
came in for heavy backing. Iler showing was de- 
cidedly ordinary, at no time did she show her re- 
puted speed, and she was outpaced throughout, 
finally bringing up in last place.

Queen Marguerite and 
Carlton G. fought it out behind Camel and finished 
in the order named. Edward Trotter, owner of 
Eyebright, claimed Carlton G. out of the race on 
pavmcnt of $1,301). 

Royal Report's victory in the hist nice was at- 
tended by a run-up. A stranger advanced him to 
$1,100. or $100 over his entered price, but failed to 
get him. 

Secretary Mnginn received a telegram during tlie 
afternoon from S. C. Hildreth announcing that he 
would ship twelve horses here and that they would 
arrive on Thursday next.
